FAFSA Filing: 2016 vs. 2017

LAST YEAR (Beginning Jan. 1, 2016)

• As of March 7: 23% of high school seniors filed FAFSA.

• By March 10: 38% of high school seniors filed FAFSA.

THIS YEAR (Beginning Oct. 1, 2016)

• As of March 7 : 36% of high school seniors filed FAFSA.

• As of March 7 : 44% of senior 21CS filed FAFSA.

• By March 10: TBD (on track to surpass 2016-17)
